A prolracted mecting house contro-
versy follcwed the dismisaal of
Mr. Fisk. It was decided to bulld a
new meeting house and to divide the
rirst society Into two and thée peo-
ple of each prospective soclety had to
nave the meeting house wthnilo their
own bounds. ‘ne northern people
wished iL to siand near the old church
on Killingly Hill and the southern
people wanted it located on Breakneck
Hill. A disgraceful wrangle ensued
and the assembly and goverpor and
council were appealed to by both sides
but the recemmendations and advice
was disregarded by the Breakneck
faction which went ahead and bulit a
church age'nst the opinion ¢f the as-
sembly and In October, 1745, the as-
sembly divided the society making two
distinct socleties of it., A wrangle
then ensued as to which was the Frist
soclety but the asstmbly qulekly
quelled this by declding ih favor of
the North soclety.
